The third annual convention of the In- 
terstate Cane Growers Association was 
called to order in the rooms of the Com- 
mercial and Industrial Association at 
10:30 o'clock this morning, by the presi- 
dent, Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Neal L. 
Rnderson, pastor of the Central Presby- 
terlan church. 

The president thhen introduced acting 
Governor R. M. Cunningham, to deliver 
the address of welcome for the state. In 
opening his talk the governor said that 
the exigencies of the situation might 
justify him in addressing the assemblage 
as “‘dear, sweet things.”’ If they had been 
ladies he might have carried it out, but 
after looking over the crowd he thought 
it would not do. He had to do with the 
raising of ‘‘cain’’ every day, but not the 
sort to be considered by this convention, 
and he was glad to get into a crowd that 
was engaged in looking after a kind that 
was of more value.

Judge S. B. Brewton, of Heinsville, 
Ga., responded to the address of Mr. 
Forbes, The address of welcome of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Poole was read,

In his report, Captain Purse called at- 
tetion to the fact that the annual meet- 
ings had been changed from May to 
January.

| southern states. 


He spoke in part as 
follows: 


“Our fears regarding the effect of Cuban | 


reciprocity, fortunately, have not been 
realized, notwithstanding the stimulus 
this legislation gave to production on the 
island, the price of sugar hag steadily 
advanced until it is nearly 2 cents higher 
than a@ year ago, thanks to the faithful 
enforcement of the Berlin agreement reg- 
ulating the production of beet sugar in 
Germany, Russia, France and other 
European states, the abolishment of re- 
bates On exports, and repeal of excise 
taxes, in these states, upon domestic 
consumption. 

“For years sugar has been among the 
luxuries in countries where export re- 
bates and excise taxes burdened the price 
and their remcval has resulted in every 
instance in an immediate increase in do- 
mestic consumption. It now seems thar 
consumption will again overtake prodtc- 
tion and that prevailing prices are not 
likely to be disturbed, unless some legis- 
lation be enacted to grant concessions in 
duties to the Philippines. 


“Against such legislation we ghouid 
protest in the strongest terms and en- 
deavor to enlist our members of con- 
gress in this opposition. There is much 
more to be feared in the case of the Phil- 
ippines than in the case of Cuba, besides 
these concessions are establishing pre- 
cedents that may in the end practically 
deprive us of all protection against the 
dheap labor and lees expensive cultiva. 
tion of the tropics. 

“The increase of acreage in cane has 
been, ‘unfortunately, more rapid than im- 
provement in the manufacture of sirup, 
and in the extension of markets, and, as 
a natural consequence, disappointments 
realized have had a discouraging effect 
in some localities, and the industry has 
been made to bear the burden of indi- 
vidual misjudgments. , 


For Many Grades. 


“The greatest burden placed upon cane 
sirup in the market is the various 
grades and conditions in preparation in 
which it comes upon the market to its 
discredit and damage, until there is no 
standard classification for cane sirup. 
It would then seem that our work should 
not be so much for increase of acreage 
in cane, as to bring about uniformity 
in its manufacture into sirup ang to 
establish a stable market for it. 

“Our ability to produce sugar cane 
profitably ig established agd the man- 
ufacture of it into the highest grades of 
sirup is only a matter of great skil] and 
superior machinery, both obtainable.

| mditor Consutution: The farmers ot 
lche south can oecome prosperous, peace- 
aviec and happy and get iv cents for 
their cotton, if tney will first regulate 
‘their acreage to so many acres Ww the 
| plow, say ten or fifteen; this will save 
| one to two-thirds of the labor required 
to cultivate thirty to forty acres to the 
\plow. The farmer will receive more 
/money from the ten to fifteen acre crop 
lto the plow than he would from the 
‘thirty or forty acre crop, tus will regu- 
‘late the remainder of the farm and make 
‘it self-supporting; this will also increase 
jthe value of his land 50 per cent. After 
one or two years’ farming on this line, 
| farmers will not have to call on the 
‘banks to assist them in holding their 
‘cotton, they will be able to do so them- 
selves. 

| Second. How can this be done? Cail 

a meeting of all the Tandholders of each 
/county in the cotton belt, let them all 
'be represented either In person or by 
‘agent, let they all sign an agreement 
inot to plant or allow to be planted but a 
‘limited number of acres of cotton to 
ithe plow. At the same time register the 
‘number of plows to be run on their 
‘land. Have a forfeit in sald agreement 
ot one bale of cotton per acre above the 
number of acres agreed upon. Then 
‘elect an officer in each county whose 
‘duty it shall be to measure or survey 
each farm and make his report by 
September |, all forfeits to go to ‘help 
pay the said officer for his services. If 
| this agreement is made, it will do away 
lwith the fellows who say that “My 
‘neighbors are reducing their acreage 25 
‘per cent and I will double mine.”’

SENATE PRESIDENCY

OPEN LETTER 1S ISSUED 
TO THE SENATORS-ELECT 


Though Confident of His Election, 
Mr. Steed Says He Withdraws 
Rather Than Become Involved 

in a Controversy Harm- 
ful to the Party. 


lion. Walter E. Steed, of Taylor, has 
withdrawn from the race for president 
of the senate, and so announces in an 
open ietter to the members of the state 
senate which meets in June. 

Mr. Steed’s letter, which is presented 
herewith, will come as a surprise to all 
sections of the state. He makes the an- 
nouncement of his withdrawal from the 
race throvfgh a published letter, the reas- 
ons for which he himself states. 

Many have been of the opinion that 
Mr. Steed was leading in the race for 
president of the senate. He’expresses the 
opinion that he would have been elected, 
yet says in view of matters which have 
transpired he prefers to w'thdraw entire- 
ly, rather than involve the party in in- 
ternal dissensions which might prove dis- | 
astrous. 

Mr. Steed refers in his letter ip a digni- 
fied way to the recent political discussion 
in the newspapers tn which his name 
has been mentioned. He asserts that any 
statement to the effect that he withdrew 
from the race for speakership or upon 
the promise of support for: president of 
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the senate, or that he received such prom. | 
ise, is unfounded and untrue. He says he | 
places the welfare of the democratic party | 
above any personal ambition which he; 
may have, and in order that there may 
be no party dissénsions in this connection | 
so far as he is concerned, he prefers to/ 
retire from the race. 

Mr. Steed does not retire in anyone's 
favor. He does so entirely of his own 
motion without even having consulted 
with the membersof the senate who were 
pledged to support him. 

This leaves the race for the senate presi- 
dency between the three remaining can- 
didates, Hon. W. 8S. West, of Lowndes; 
Hon Murphy Candler, of DeKalb, and /! 
Hon. A. O. Blalock, of Fayette. 

It will be interesting to know what ef- 
fect Mr. Steed's withdrawal is going to 
have upon this race, which has already 
zrown interesting, but that will yet have 
te” be developed. 

Mr. Steed has for some years heen 


prominent [n Georgia politics. He has 
served in the past two legislatures as rep- 
resentative from Taylor, and -was last Oc- 
tober elected senator from the twenty- 
third district, composed of Houston, 
Crawford and Taylor counties. Mr. Steed 
has been one of the most prominent fig- 
ures in legislative halls during his term 
of service, and while he has taken a 
posiug stand upon all questions, never 
shirking the vote, he has devoted himself 
especially to the state’s penitentiary sys- 
- tem and to education. These subjects he | 
has studied thoroughly, and his pumeh, 
tion ugng these lines has, therefore, be- | 
come most valuable. Though he will not, 
serve as its presiding officer, Mr. Steed | 
will be a most valuable as well aS a val-| 
ued member of the next state senate. 
Mr. Steed’s Withdrawal. 

Following is Mr. Steed’s card announc- 
ing his withdrawal from the race for! 
president of the senate: 

“To the Senators-elect: I have been 
silent pending the newspaper controversy 
in reference to the contest for the presi- 
we of the next senate to this time. 

“First. Because being a candidate for 
this office, 1 was apprehensive lest a 
statement from me might not be accepted 
by those who opposed me in the same 
frankness and sincerity in which it was 
written. 

‘Second. While I was a candidate I did 
not.deem it wise and just to myself and 
my friends to become involved in such 
newspaper controversy. 

“After mature deliberation, therefore, 
but without having the opportunity to

FROM CAMPBELL 


Approved tor Pension 


Commissioner Lindsey Is Now Inves- 
tigating the Case—About $140,- 
000 of the State’s Pension 
Fund Has Been Paid 
Out Within a Week. 


Just as Pension Commissioner J. W. 
Lindsey was preparing to pay the pen- 
sions of veterans living in Campbell 
;eounty yesterday, a charge of fraud 
‘was made by a justice of the peace from 
|Campbell against one of the pensioners, 
‘and his warrant was held up for inves- 
| tigation. 
| he ease is, apparently, a flagrant one. 
The pensioner in question is said to 
have served only three months in the 


‘confederate service, after which he de- | 


serted to the enemy. 

Notwithstanding this, he was on the 

ipension rolls. The law requires six 
‘months’ service as a minimum, and an 
[honorable discharge, so in order to get 
ia pension, a soldier who deserted after 
ithree months’ service must have sworn 
falsely, rendering himself liable to crim- 
‘inal prosecution. 
| The case was brought to the attention 
,of State Treasurer R. E. Park, who 
‘asked Commissioner Lindsey to investi- 
‘gate it. This Commissioner Lindsey will 
do in the course of the next few days. 
While every possible care is taken in 
| approving pension applications, there 
(are some who get on the rolls in viola- 
| tion of the law, and now and then they 
,are discovered. The law makes it the 
duty of the grand jury of each county 
}te investigate the pensioners of their 
respective counties and ascertain wheth- 
er there is any fraud being practiced. 
In few cases, however, do the grand 
|juries carry out this provision. The re- 
Bult is that many more fraudulent pen- 
| sioners get on the rolls than would 
| otherwise be the case. 
| It is hoped with the completion of the 
‘roster of Georgia troops now being pre- 
pared by a special commission, many of 
these instances of fraud will be un- 
earthed, and the names of the unde- 
Serving wiped off the pension rolls. 
With the exception of this one pension, 
Commissioner Lindsey issued vouchers 
‘for all the other pensioners of Campbell 
| county, The pensioners. of Douglas, 
| Fayette and Butts counties were also 
| paid yesterday. 
Since the payment of pensions began a 
Week ago yesterday, Treasurer Park has 
paid out nearly $140,000 of the pension 
fund. The amount paid to four counties 
yesterday was $29,285.

The Central Presbyterian church yester- 
day bought from §S. T. Park the lot ad. | 
joining the church on Washington street. | 
The price paid was $8,000. 

There is a unique feature connected | 
with the purchase of the property by the 
Central church, inasmuch as the church 
sold the property a number of years ago 
when the erection of the present church 
was taking place. It was anticipated at 
that time that the church would never 
need any larger building than it now pos- 
sesses, seating as it does in its main ay- 
ditorium some 1,400 people. 

During the past few years, however, the 
Sunday school has increased so rapidly | 
that now it is crowded to its capacity. 
And there is but one way to enlarge it, 
and that is to add to the present build- 
ing. As there is no roow on the present | 
lot for such purpose the church was fore. 
ed to buy more ground. : 

It is understood that the property which | 
the church now pays $8,000 for was sold | 
by the church a number of years ago for | 
only $2,000 or $3,000. | 

Definite plans for the enlargement of | 
the church Sunday school have not been | 
madé, but it is understood that the idea 
is to erect a Sunday schoo! building which 
will seat at least 1,500 children. 

Some time ago a committee was ap- | 
pointed by the session of the church to | 
look into the matter of enlarging the 
present Sunday school quarters with pow- 
er to act in the matter. Through this 
committee the property mentioned has | 
been purchased.

Army Bill Section Relating to Pay 


of Retired Officers on Duty 
with State Troops Was 
Subject for Extended 
Debate Yesterday. 


Washington, January 25.—In connec- 
tion with the consideration of the army 
appropriation bill there was animated 
discussion in the senate today of the 
assignment of General Miles to service 
fn charge of the Massachusetts state m- 
litia.
